(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,6,7,10,46,47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Melcher (Re. 36,986). 

Melcher discloses an apparatus and methods for measuring permeability 
and conductivity in materials using multiple wavenumber magnetic interrogations 
an array of electromagnetic elements impose two or more dominant spatial 
periods of a magnetic field in to a test object (claim 21), means for switching to 
provide a different dominant spatial period (claim 7) and at least one sensing 
element (fig. 3).
